One sold pack-thread and 
pasteborsd, but the other possessed the genius that gave life 
and soul to the book. Mr. Wooler was a printer: letit 
never be forgotten that America in a great measure owed 
her independence to a printer—the immortal Franklin, 
(Applause.) Aud since he was supplied with recollection, 
a King’s printer sat in the House of Commons. He would 
be glad to see the people’s printer there ( Applause.) The 
King’s turnspit had been once in Parliament, which occa 
sioned some jocular observations of Mr. The
